Spain to withdraw troops from Iraq; other allies will remain 


LO N DO N I While Spain’s newly elected prime 
minister pledged Monday to bring his peace- 
keeping troops home from Iraq by June 30, all 
of the other governments helping to rebuild 
Iraq said they would stay the course. 

Jose Luis Rodriguez Zapatero’s remarks 
came as Spanish police investigated whether 
Thursday’s coordinated bombings were car- 
ried out by Islamic extremists — possibly al 
Qaeda — intent on punishing Spain for its 
support for the U.S.-led war in Iraq. 

Spanish voters on Sunday ousted the con- 
servative government of Jose Maria Aznar, 
some of them accusing his administration of 
provoking the attacks by backing President 


Bush. Zapatero described the war as an “error” 
and said Monday he would bring the 1,300 
Spanish peacekeepers home by June 30 unless 
the United Nations takes control in Iraq. 

But Britain, America’s closest ally, insist- 
ed the coalition must remain committed to 
bringing stability and democracy to Iraq. And 
Poland, which leads a multinational force 
in southern Iraq, said a pullout of its 2,500 
troops would hand a victory to terrorists. 

“It would amount to an admission that the 
terrorists are right and that they are stron- 
ger than the whole civilized world,” Polish 


Prime Minister Leszek Miller said. 

Also, Japanese Prime Minister Junichiro 
Koizumi said he foresaw no change in plans 
to deploy 1,000 Japanese military personnel 
in the Persian Gulf region to assist in Iraq’s 
reconstruction. 

Last October, all three U.S. allies in Iraq 
were named as possible targets on a taped 
message attributed to Osama bin Laden. “We 
reserve the right to respond at the appropriate 
time and place against all the countries par- 
ticipating in this unjust war [in Iraq], particu- 
larly Britain, Spain, Australia, Poland, Japan 
and Italy,” said the voice on the tape, broad- 
cast on Al- Jazeera. ed johnson (ap)

Cheney, others want

WASHINGTON | The White House, 
seeking to raise credibility ques- 
tions about Democrat John Kerry, 
suggestedMonday thatthe presump- 
tive nominee had lied when he said 
some foreign leaders privately back 
his candidacy. 

Kerry should identify the lead- 
ers who purportedly hope he beats 
President Bush in November, White 
House spokesman Scott McClellan 
said. “Either he is straightforward 
and states who they are, or the only 
conclusion one can draw is that he 
is making it up to attack the presi- 
dent,” the spokesman said. 


Vice President Dick Cheney said 
Americans deserved to know what 
Kerry was telling the leaders to pur- 
portedly attract their support.

Ministers in NY. 
Face Charges 
For Marrying Gays 

KINGSTON, N.Y. I Two ministers were 
charged with criminal offenses 
Monday for marrying 13 gay cou- 
ples — apparently the first time that 
U.S. clergy have been prosecuted for 
performing same-sex ceremonies. 

Unitarian Universalist ministers 
Kay Greenleaf and Dawn Sangrey 
were charged with solemnizing a 
marriage without a license. Each 
charge carries a fine of $25 to $500 
or up to a year in jail, (ap) 


FRESNO, CALIF. | Seven of the nine 
family members discovered slain 
in a Fresno home over the weekend 
had been shot to death, the coroner’s 
office said Monday. 

Investigators were still working 
to determine the cause of deaths 
of the two others, but police said it 
appears they also were fatally shot. 

The victims were found tangled 
in a pile of clothes when police went 
to the home about a child custody 
dispute Friday. 

Marcus Wesson, thought to be 
the father and grandfather of the vic- 


tims, walked out of the home covered 
in blood and was booked on suspi- 
cion of nine counts of murder. 

Police said 
Wesson, 57, may 
have been involved 
in polygamy and 
is thought to have 
fathered children 
with at least four 
women, including 
two of his own daughters. 

Police said Wesson has cooper- 
ated with the investigation, but no 
motive had been determined. 


Wesson’s arraignment was 
scheduled for Wednesday, and 
bail was set at $9 million. 

Authorities said the victims 
include a 24 -year-old woman and 
eight children ranging from 1 to 17. 

Coroner Loralee Cervantes told 
the Fresno Bee that police conducted 
tests to determine if there was gun- 
shot residue on the hands of one of 
the victims, indicating Wesson may 
have had help with the shootings. 
Police Lt. Herman Silva said that 
checking for residue is standard 
practice, juliana barbassa (ap)

Not Guilty Plea in Iraq Spying Case 


Ex-congressional aide 
says anti-war efforts 
didn’t damage security 

NEW YORK I A former journalist 
and congressional aide accused 
of becoming a paid Iraqi intelli- 
gence agent on Monday defended 
her anti-war efforts as “always good 
for homeland security.” 

Calling herself “a writer and an 
anti-war activist,” Susan Lindauer, 
a distant cousin of the White House 
chief of staff, emerged from U.S. 
District Court in Manhattan blam- 
ing President Bush for her troubles.

She said he would rather see her

“I have actively contributed to 
peace-building efforts and conflict 
resolution in the Middle East for 
many years,” said Lindauer, 41. 

An indictment accused her of 
accepting $10,000 for working for 
the Iraqi Intelligence Service from 
1999 to 2002.

I A Florida soldier who refused 
to return to duty in Iraq turned 
himself in to military authorities 
on Monday, saying he would seek 
status as a conscientious objector. 

Accompanied by his lawyer, Staff 
Sgt. Camilo Mejia, 28, surrendered 
at the base’s gate to two military 
police officers, who drove him away.

Spain and Morocco 
probe links in Madrid, 
Casablanca attacks 

MADRID I Evidence is mount- 
ing that Islamic extremists with 
links to al Qaeda were behind last 
week’s Madrid bombings and that 
the assault may be tied to a bloody 
attack in Morocco in 2003, officials 
told the AP. 

One of five suspects being held 
by Spanish police in connection 
with Thursday’s attack had trav- 
eled to Morocco, then left on April 
20, 2003 — just before the May 16 
attacks in Casablanca that killed 45 
people, officials said Monday. 

“There is a possible link between 
the network that committed the 
Casablanca attacks and the one that 
committed the Madrid attacks,” a 
high-placed Moroccan official who 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
told the AP in Morocco’s capital, 
Rabat. 

Spanish Interior Ministry 
spokesman Richard Ibanez said 
Spain also believes a link between 
the two attacks is possible. 

The suspect, Jamal Zougam, has

U.S. officials blamed al- 
Zarqawi for the March 2 bomb- 
ings in Iraq that killed at least 181 
Shiite Muslim pilgrims. 

Zougam’s alleged associations 
to terror suspects date back more 
than a decade, when he was intro- 
duced to Abdelaziz Benyaich in 
1993, Moroccan authorities said. 
Benyaich, who has dual French and 
Moroccan citizenship, was arrested 
in Spain in 2003 in connection with 
the Casablanca bombings. 

Morocco is seeking Benyaich ’s 
extradition and claims he has had 
contact with al-Zarqawi, whom 
German authorities reported- 
ly believe was appointed by al 
Qaeda’s leadership to arrange 
attacks in Europe. 

And a Spanish indictment issued 
last September described Zougam 
as a “follower” of Imad Yarkas, the 
alleged leader of Spain’s al Qaeda 
cell, who remains jailed on suspicion 
of allegedly helping plan the Sept.

Sharon dears the

JERUSALEM | Israeli Prime Minister 
Ariel Sharon on Monday ruled out 
negotiations with the Palestinians, 
accusing them of doing nothing to 
stop terror attacks after a double 
suicide bombing killed 10 Israelis. 

The declaration dealt a blow to 
efforts to restart peace talks, clear- 
ing the way for Sharon’s proposal 
to withdraw from the Gaza Strip 
and impose a boundary in the West 
Bank unilaterally. 

Addressing Israel’s parliament, 
Sharon said Sunday’s attack at the 


Israeli seaport of Ashdod “reinforces 
the understanding that there is no 
Palestinian leader with the cour- 
age” to fight terrorism. 

U.S. officials and international 
mediators have pushed both sides 
to implement the “road map” 
peace plan, which calls for an 
end to violence and the creation 
of a Palestinian state by next year. 
Both sides have failed to carry out 
their initial obligations. 

Sharon has said in the absence 
of progress, he would implement his 
“disengagement” plan that would 
include a pullout from most or all of 
Gaza — removing settlements there 
— and a partial withdrawal from 
the West Bank, ravi nessman (ap)

PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI I Ousted 
President Jean-Bertrand Aristide 
arrived in Jamaica from exile in 
Africa on Monday, prompting 
Haiti’s interim leader to with- 
draw his ambassador to Jamaica 
and suspend ties with the Caribbean 
economic bloc. 

Aristide arrived with his wife, 
Mildred, at the airport in Kingston, 


Jamaica, some 130 miles from Haiti.

Jamaican officials have said 
Aristide will visit for eight to 10 
weeks to be reunited with his two 
young daughters, who had been sent 
for safety to New York City, while he 
makes plans for a permanent home 
in exile in a third country.

Police Defuse Large Bomb in

DISEASE I Health officials may have 
an uphill battle in educating blacks 
about a disease that’s being called a 
“silent killer,” a survey shows.

PRO FOOTBALL I Washington 
Redskins linebacker LaVar 
Arrington filed a grievance Monday 
over $6.5 million he claims is miss- 
ing from his latest contract. 

The three-time Pro Bowl line- 
backer signed a nine-year, $68 
million contract in December, but 
Arrington claims he actually agreed 
to a $74.5 million deal. Arrington 
contends the contract was sup- 
posed to include a $6.5 million 
roster bonus for the year 2006. 

NFL spokesman Greg Aiello said 
the league received a “standard non- 
injury grievance” from Arrington’s 
lawyer Monday morning. He said 
the league will work with the play- 
ers’ union to schedule a hearing, 
with the case being decided by a 
neutral arbitrator. Such cases can 
take several months to decide. 

The Redskins have denied 
any wrongdoing. The team said 
Arrington’s agent, Carl Poston, 
initialed every page of the con- 
tract before it was filed with the

ACC champion Duke 
enters NCAA tourney 
as nations No. 1 squad 

WOMEN’S COLLEGE BASKETBALL I 
Add a chapter to Duke’s basket- 
ball lore — a final No. 1 ranking 
for the women. 

Duke was an overwhelming 
choice for the top spot Monday in 
the last Associated Press poll of the 
season. It’s the first time the Blue 
Devils have finished at No. 1 in the 
women’s poll, and they now turn 
their attention to a possible first 
national championship. 

Coach Gail Goestenkors’s team 
is the No. 1 seed in the Mideast 
Regional of the NCAA tournament 
and hosts Northwestern State in 
the first round Sunday. 

Duke (27-3) received 43 
of 47 first-place votes from a 
national media panel and ended 
Connecticut’s string of four No. 1 
finishes in the poll. The Huskies 
dropped to sixth, their lowest fin- 
ish since they were 10th in the final 
poll of the 1992-93 season. 

The solid vote for Duke came 
after 2 1/2 months of constant 
shuffling at the top of the poll. 
Connecticut, Tennessee and Texas 
also were No. 1 during that stretch

and no team held that position for 
more than three weeks. 

Duke moved to No. 1 last week 
and held it after beating North 
Carolina to win the Atlantic Coast 
Conference tournament. Tennessee, 
the No. 1 overall seed in the NCAA 
tournament, was second, followed 
by Purdue, Texas, Penn State, 
Connecticut and Louisiana Tech.

Stanford Ranks First 


MEN’S COLLEGE BASKETBALL | 
Stanford returned to No. 1 Monday 
for the final AP men’s college bas- 
ketball poll of the season. 

The Cardinal (29-1) had been on 
top for three weeks before giving way 
to Saint Joseph’s for one week. 

The poll and the NCAA tour- 
nament selection committee dis- 
agreed on the top teams. Stanford 
and No. 2 Kentucky were both No. 
1 seeds for the upcoming tourna- 
ment, but the other No. Is — Saint 
Joseph’s and Duke — were fifth 
and sixth, respectively. Gonzaga 


and Oklahoma State, both No. 2 
seeds in the NCAA tournament, 
were third and fourth in the poll. 

Maryland (19-11) jumped into 
the rankings at No. 19 after win- 
ning the Atlantic Coast Conference 
tournament. 

Utah State, which was passed 
over for an at-large bid to the 
NCAA tournament, finished tied 
for 25th with Boston College. The 
Aggies will be the first ranked team 
since UNLV in 1993 to not partic- 
ipate in the NCAA tournament.

A Real Panic 


From monk to killer, 
David Carradine is 
still kicking at 67 

COMEBACKS I Hit man Bill maybe 
ready to meet a bloody end, but 
kung fu hero Caine lives on. 

David Carradine, riding a career 
resurgence as the title character in 
Quentin Tarantino’s two-part saga 
“Kill Bill,” is revisiting his martial- 
arts roots with today’s DVD release 
of season one of “Kung Fu,” his 
1970s television series. 

The two characters could 
scarcely be more different — Bill, 
the worldly father figure of a pack 
of crack assassins; and Kwai Chang 
Caine, the soft-spoken refugee from 
a Shaolin monastery, serenely best- 
ing bad guys in the Old West. 

Carradine remains best known 
as Caine. He reprised the role in a 
mid-1980s TV movie and played 
Caine’s grandson in the 1990s syndi- 
cated series “Kung Fu: The Legend 
Continues,” but most of his work the 
last 20 years has been on obscure, 
low-budget movies. 

Now 67 , the actor hopes 
“Kill Bill” will reopen doors in 
Hollywood. 

“All I’ve ever needed since I more 
or less retired from studio films a 
couple of decades ago ... is just to 
be in one,” Carradine said. 



Sales of Simpson’s album spiked 
after calculated in-store appearances. 


MARKETING I Norah Jones logged 
her fourth week atop the nation- 
al album sales chart with “Feels 
Like Home,” but it’s pop pinup girl 
Jessica Simpson who has grabbed 
the industry’s attention. 

Simpson’s 7-nionth-old “In This 
Skin” album catapulted from No. 
16 to No. 2 after Columbia Records 
re-released it with a bonus DVD, 
extra tracks and an in-store pro- 
motion campaign that has caused 
near-rioting. 

“In This Skin” tripled its week- 


ly album sales figure last week, 
moving 160,000 copies to push its 
total since release past the 1 mil- 
lion mark, according to the Nielsen 
SoundScan. 

At a time when records by acts 
appealing predominantly to very 
young fans are pronounced dead if 
they haven’t turned multi-platinum 
in the first few weeks of release, the 
new lease on life for Simpson’s album 
underscores an adage gaining new 
respect in the record industry’s tough 
times: Don’t give up. 


Though he’s the heavy. Bill has 
more depth than run-of-the-mill 
bad guys, Carradine said. 

“He’s actually a very charming 
guy. Yeah, he kills people for a liv- 
ing, but ... there are no good guys 
in a Quentin Tarantino movie. 
Everybody has an agenda, every- 
body is a criminal and everybody 
has a certain nobility.” 

The son of character actor 
John Carradine and brother of 
actors Keith and Robert, David 
left “Kung Fu” after three seasons. 
Despite his reputation as a quick- 
to- anger, hard-drinking partier, 
the public image of the unflappa- 
ble Caine lingers. Fueling that is 
Carradine’s own interest in Asian 
herbs, exercise and philosophy. 
He wrote a memoir called “Spirit 
of Shaolin” and makes instruc- 
tional videos on tai chi and other 
martial arts. 

Carradine, who said he has not 
had a drink since 1996, talked can- 
didly about his past boozing and use 
of “a lot of psychotropic drugs.” 

But he’s tired of such ques- 
tions. “You’re probably witness- 
ing the last time I will ever answer 
those questions,” Carradine said. 
“Because this is a regeneration. It 
is a renaissance. It is the start of a 
new career for me. 

“It’s time to do nothing but look

DocuPen lets users 
make full-page scans 
wherever they roam 

REVIEW I The DocuPen is one of 
those gadgets that both charms you 
and breaks your heart. You don’t 
know you need it until you find it. 
Then, when you realize you need it, 
it leaves you unsatisfied. 

The $199 DocuPen is not a pen 
at all but a scanner small enough 
to carry anywhere, if not in a shirt 
pocket then at least in a briefcase. 

The 9 -inch wand weighs just 
2 ounces. If the magazine arti- 
cle you’re reading in the doctor’s 
office or library strikes your fancy 
and you’re not too self-conscious 
to use something that looks like it 


was pilfered from the Star Trek prop 
room, pass the DocuPen over it. 

The article stores in the gadget’s 
rather limited memory. When you 
get to your computer, connect the 


scanner to a USB or serial port, and 
transfer the data. 

The DocuPen fills an unmet 
need for researchers, students, 
journalists and lawyers and a lot 


of other users. It’s a pity it doesn’t 
do a great job. 

One weakness is that it’s quite 
difficult to pass the wand straight 
over a document. Twisting the scan- 
ner slightly while moving it means 
the text can end up as warped as a 
‘70s psychedelic movie poster. Most 
scans are legible, though. The man- 
ufacturer, Planon Systems Solutions 
Inc. of Canada, said my scans would 
probably improve with practice. 

Most vexingly, the DocuPen 
comes has just 2 megabytes of 
memory. I found it would store 
about 14 pages at high resolution. 
The manufacturer says 25 to 30 
would be more typical. 

The DocuPen scans only in 
black and white, with no shades 
of gray; that’s understandable, 
since any extra data would eat up 
more memory. 

Another problem is that it 
runs off four button cells that cost 
around $13 to replace. Planon is 
working on a rechargeable model.

It’s true that the Panasonic box 
lets you take recordings away from 
the TV, but you have to use non- 
reusable DVD-R blanks, since 
the rewritable DVD-RAM media 
Panasonic supports doesn’t play on 
any DVD players save Panasonic’s 
and maybe a few Toshiba models. 


Our relatively new iBook G4 keeps 
crashing every time we boot it up.
